rr>HE War Bond quota plan that goes Into effect 
I* 
today I* Important for a number of rea*on». 
If one were to be chonen for epeclal emphasis, how­ 
ever, it-might well be an improvement in distribu­ 
tion. 
This country has made a specialty of reaching the 
ultimate consumer, or the purchaser of a War 
Bump or Bond, in this case. Yet, with .certain 
notable exceptions, all of which have demonstrated 
-dhe importance of dletrlbutlon, it has not done too 
jgood a Job of distribution.

Specifically, it has not made War Stamps end 
Bonds easy enough to buy. The men who made 
’’dhe better mousetrap did have, after all, a path 
leading to his door. In too many cases, the path 
leading to the place where Stamps and Bonds were 
gold was sot well marked. 
Furthermore, not enough wae done to get the 
better mousetraps to the purchaser. He wa* not ap­ 
proached as an individual. He was appealed to in 
the mass and thereafter was supposed to separate 
himself from the mass and make this purchase as 
an individual. It worked fairly well, but not well 
enough. 
The amazing success of the special campaigns 
end of the personal contacts by newsboys proved 
what didn't need proving—that thousands of per­ 
form who wouldn't take the trouble of going to pur- 
chase War Stamps and Bond* would become pur­ 
chasers lf a salesman came to them directly. 
Advertising and discussion have created consumer 
acceptance for the treasury’s program of war finenc- 
ing; the Job that remained to be done waa to get 
hold of the prospective purchaser and put over the 
clinching argument. 
Beginning today, the Job will be done better. The 
Intensive selling phase of the campaign ie getting 
under way.

L 
IKE! the blind men who tried to nndsrstend 
what en elephant wa# by touching different 
parts of it and reaching different conclusions, tjie 
numerous groups effected by It ere trying to under- 
etend price control In terms of its probable effect 
on them. 
They won’t have much luck. In the first place, 
the effect of price control on any one group is less 
Important than Ha effect on all groups. The best 
plpn in the world would be full of injustices. But 
lf it succeeded in keeping prices from Hailing sky­ 
high in an inflationary spiral, It etui would he a 
good plan. 
This is not a “lalitses-faire” economy functioning 
In peacetime. This ii a managed economy designed 
for wartime. It ie also, for the most part, an experl- 
mental economy, drawing heavily on foreign exper­ 
ience for its preliminary operations. The United 
States is trying something new "for the duration". 
It cannot be Judged by familiar standard*. 
Inevitably, many individuals, many groups, many 
organizations will be hurt, Buslnsss-se-usual can’t 
be switched over to business-not-as-usual without 
tremendous dislocations and inequalities. Nor could I 
the government afford to watt Itll everything had 
been settled to everybody’s satisfaction beforehand. 
It is entirely possible that the price control 
theory may provn to be a fizzle. Hut even lf It 
should turn out that way—lf lack of sympathy and

/"'OMMITTEES of citizens in important commit- 
L* nities throughout the country now are being 
organized. The $6,000,000 sought has been appor­ 
tioned equitably among them. The National Citizens 
committee seeks to raise the money with a minimum 
of expenditures. The estim ated fund-making expen­ 
ses of the national committee' will be slightly over 
2 percent of the goal, which is a very low estimate. 
Indeed. 
I told you the other day something of the history 
of the Navy Relief society, mentioning as an im­ 
portant feature of its work, the emergency loans 
made to families totaling $533,667.49 in 1941.

They will be looked after in time of stress 
when illness, accident or other emergency be­ 
falls. When a man off to tho wars knows this, his 
peace of mind is assured. From that peace of mind 
comes uplift in morale, which, Admiral Stark says, 
sharpens the fighting edge. 
Thus, In contributing to the Navy Relief society, 
you are contributing to the wintling of the war.

high-pressure 
appeal. The public knows it is not charity that is 
asked but rather the offering of a fine opportunity 
to the people at borne to assist in the battle for 
the Stars and Stripes.

Biggest Hydrologic Laboratory 
They’ve been assigned 
to

hope for “free” garbage collection 
still a dream? 
Most citizens thought It was a 
dream-come-true after a 1-mill levy 
was passed at the Jan. 6 special 
election, but. officials at the city 
hall now say that it's all still a 
dream —or at least will be, come 
Halloween-time 
For in November or December, 
these officials think, housewives (rf 
the city will find that their pleas- 
ant dream will turn once again into 
the nightmare of paying out fees 
to the garbage man aa he knocks 
on the kitchen door once a week. 
The city ball men give two reas­ 
ons for their gloomy point of view: 
I.—Wage increases of about 20 
percent have increased collection 
costs to a point far above what the 
1-mill levy will produce; and 
2 —Taxpayers aren’t going to be 
as 
conscientious 
about 
meeting 
their obligations this year aa they 
we-re last year—when it was fig­ 
ured a 1-mill levy would JuH about 
do the Job. 
However, a study of the garbage 
departm ent’s books indicates that 
receipts should come within $1,000 
of expenses IF—if the situation 
as it ha* been during the first third 
of th* year continues for the re­ 
maining two-thirds. 
The city officials—Safety-Service 
Director William Welkin and City 
Auditor E. Allan McKeever. to be 
specific—assert that expense rate 
will be higher this summer, aud 
that there's the specter of Un im­ 
pending need to repair o r repine* 
the garbage-collecting trucks, aqd 
to repair the Incinerator furnace. 
The prospect of resuming the 15- 
cents-per-can system recalls the ex­ 
perience of 1939.
